Attempt to send ‘message’ to gamblers 
results in destruction of 172 machines

Ethics propelled federal officials to 
destroy 172 video gambling machines 
Friday morning in Madison 

Terry E. Delaney, United States 
marshal for the Southern District of 
Illinois, said it was his obligation to 
dispose of the machines 

*‘We feel that the best way to go is 
destruction rather than public sale,” 
he said Friday while Madison Street 
Deparment workers loaded the 
machines one at a time into a trash 
truck to be crushed 

The machines had been kept <z 
Andy’s Storage in Madison. May 
John Hamm of Madison was on hand 
ahd he said Madison was fully coop 
erating with the destruction 

“We have tried to sell them in the 
past at auctions and they really don’t 
bring in ... money to even satisfy the 
costs we have incurred from the stor- 
age and the listing and sale," Dela 
ney said. Previously, confiscated 
machines were sold at auctions. ‘‘But 
we feel this might send a better mes- 
sage to just destroy them

U.S. marshals seized the gambling 
machines during the investigation 
and prosecutions of Thomas Venezia 
and Amiel Cueto. 

Following a large-scale investiga- 
tion, which revealed that illegal pay 
outs were being made, Venezia was 
convicted of gambling and racketeer- 
ing in 1995 and sentenced to nine 
years in federal prison 


The decision to destory the 
machines came from an agreement 
between the courts; the FBI, which 
was the originating investigating 
authority; the United States Attor- 
ney’s office, which prosecuted the 
case; and himself, Delaney said 

Officials feared the machines, if 
resold, would be reused in violation 
of state law 

Destroying the machines comes on 
the heels of announcements by Madi- 
son County State’s Attorney 
Haine and St. Clair County 
Attorney Robert Haida that illegal 
gambling machines would not be 
allowed in the counties. A one-week 
amnesty period for bar owners to get 
rid of the machines has already 
passed 

Those announcements came after a 
series of raids by the Collinsville 
Police Department in several cities in 
the Metro East 

‘I'm sure there’s somebody out

“While he was here, he 
found out we had more on 
the history of Scotland Yard 
than Scotland Yard did,”’ 
said Barbara Miksicek, who 
has been the librarian here 
for 16 years. 

The St Louis Police 
Library began housing a col- 
lection of books in an unoc- 
cupied cell in 1947. Today 
the library commands more 
spacious quarters in the 
Police Academy, 315 S 
Tucker Blvd. 

Miksicek has answered 
thousands of telephone calls 
during her time with the 
library, including some from 
Hollywood directors asking 
for such obscure details as 
the color of the stripe down 
a police officer's pants in 

1935. One day a call came 
from a Tokyo broadcasting 
company preparing a show 
on odd American laws that 
are still on the books.

She said residents and staff 
were in tears today 

“The staff was 
about the residents, and the 
residents were worried about 
the staff,” she said. 

She insisted that, unlike the 
nursing home residents, there 
may be no other place for peo- 
ple such as her clients 

She said shelter care home 
residents have a high degree 
of independence but must have 
help in daily activities 

The clients may have Alzhei- 
mer’s disease in early stages, 
mild mental retardation or 
mild mental illne: 

Some are former patients at 
Alton Mental Health Center 
and require less confinement 
and more freedom. To send 
them back to a_ restrictive 
environment would be detri- 
mental, Marrone said. 

Burt Shelter Care Home in 
Alton accepts such clients but 
is usually full, she said. There 
are no similar homes in Madi- 
son County, she said, and these 
clients should be close to 
friends and family as part of 
their support system 

The clients cannot afford to 
live in a private nursing home, 
Marrone said. 

“‘Forty-five of the 50 are on 
public aid,” she said 

Some have mental retarda- 
tion, and their parents have 
died. Private industry does not 
offer facilities for people like 
her clients, she said

although they are a common sight at hospitals or in physi- 
cians’ offices, there are many non-traditional areas where 


nurses work. 

“We have a student who is a flight nurse,’ said Sherry 
Pontious, president of Jewish Hospital College of Nursing and 
Allied Health. "She goes with patients and provides care while 
they are being flown. These nurses are also called transport 
nurses." 

"If we have a baby from a community hospital in 
Springfield, for instance, that needs to be flown to St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital,that nurse takes care of the baby during 
the flight,"" she said. 

‘Sometimes, these alternative nursing careers sound as if 
they come straight from television's "Northern Exposure," a 
comedy about a doctor forced to pay back his school loans by 
working in Alaska. 

We do have graduates working in Alaska,’ Pontious said 
“They provide health care via snowmobile from one small com- 
munity to another. These nurses work under a physician's 
supervision." 

‘On "The Love Boat,'’ Doctor Adam Bricker seemed as if he 
had the best job in the world. He rarely saw patients and spent 
most of his time enjoying the cruise each week while getting 
paid for it 

In the real world, however, people on vacation sometimes 
really do get sick or injured. 

“Every summer camp and vacation place needs a nurse,"’ 
Pontious said. "This includes Club Med and the various cruise 
lines.'"" 

Some nurses even act as international health consultants. 
Pontious said that she and some of the nursing faculty have 
been working with 35 nurse Jeaders in Latvia to help them 
develop their community health programs and patient care 
delivery systems. 

Other nurses act as “health coaches.'' They do a health 
assessment on a healthy person and develop a plan to make 
sure that the person stays healthy. The plan might suggest cut- 
ting down on smoking, getting more exercise or changing diet 

"We also have huge numbers of nurses who work with the 
older population to help them stay healthy,'' Pontious said 
"There are nurses who work in sports medicine to help athletes 
keep fit and stay healthy." 

"One of the nurses in the college runs a Healthy Foundation 
Program. This provides school health services and health pro- 
motion education for the students, their families and the staffs 
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of the Jewish day schools and the Jewish Community Center
